Washington, Dec. 15—(NC)—Approximately 4,000,000 
of the some 17,000,000 men and women who formed the 
armed forces of the United States of America in World War 
II were Catholics. This ratio, which is considerably higher 
than the number of Catholics in the total U. 8. population, 
has been substantiated in statistics compiled here by the

National Catholic Council 
Formed For Re-Settlement 
Of D.P.'s In This Country 


Establishment Of Diocesan 


Committees To 


Survey Employment Opportunities And 
Educational Campaign Part Of Program 


New York, Dec. 15—(NC)—Formation of the National 
Catholic Resettlement Council to promote a program for the 
reception and settlement of displaced persons in this country 
was announced here today following a two-day meeting of 
various national Catholic organizations. 

The program of the Council includes the establishment 


> 
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of resettlement committees in each 
diocese of the United States to co- 
ordinate information on employ- 
ment opportunities for displaced 
persons, and the carrying out of a 
large educational program aimed 
at bringing about better under- 
standing among the American peo- 
ple “of their responsibilities in 
meeting this great international 
humanitarian problem.” 


Msgr. Edward E. Swanstrom, ex- 
ecutive director of War Relief 
Services—National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference, who announced the 
formation of the new Council and 
its purposes, said that the council 
would work hand in hand with 
other religious and civic groups 
interested in the problem. He fur- 
ther stated that War Relief Ser- 
vices—National Catholic Welfare 
Conference would assume admin- 
istrative leadership in the program 
of the Council. 


“Representatives of the major 
national Catholic organizations, in- 
cluding various nationality groups, 
have just concluded a two-day ses- 
sion at which was created the Na- 
tional Catholic Resettlement Coun- 
cil,” Monsignor Swanstrom said. 


“The newly established Council 
will cooperate with all other relig- 
ious and civie organizations in the 
United States in promoting a pro- 
gram for the reception and settle- 
ment of displaced persons in this 
country. 


“Organizations represented at 
the meeting included the Catholic 
Committee for Refugees, the Na- 
tional Conference of Catholic Char- 
ities and the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference. 


“The meeting was held in pur- 
suance of a resolution adopted at 
the annual meeting of the Admin- 
istrative Board of the Catholic 
Bishops of the United States, held 
in Washington in November, 1947, 
which authorized various Catholic 
organizations to meet for the pur- 
pose of forming the new Council. 


“The program of the National 
Catholic Resettlement Council pro- 
vides for the establishment of re- 
settiement committees in each of 
the 118 Catholic dioceses in the 
United States. These committees 
will coordinate information in re- 
gard to specific employment oppor- 
tunities of displaced persons in 
every community in the United 
States. Through the Council spon-

New Orleans, Dec. 15.—(NC)— 
Warning against defeatism in our 
modern world because of the utter 
confusion that exists, His Eminence 
Samuel Cardinal Stritch, Archbish- 

of Chicago, called defeatists 
“dreary thinkers who have forgot- 
ten the first Pentecost Sunday.” 
His Eminence spoke at the clos- 
ing exercises of the triple centen- 
nial marking the 100th anniversary 
of the return of. the Jesuits to New 
Orleans, the centenary of the es- 
tablishment of the Jesuit-conducted 
Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion here, and the centennial of the 
College of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, now known as the Jesuit High 
School and Loyola University of 
the South. 


Comparing the unsettled state 
of the world today to the times of 
St. Ignatius Loyola, the Cardinal 
stated that in that era Europe 
was “in confusion,” “the seeds of 
materialism had been sown;” men, 
stunned by the rapid advances in 
science, “made the mistake of ident. 
aifying novelty with truth;” the un- 
certainty of the times gave rise in 
many minds to fear, which “begot 
the littlest minds that ever tried 
to think.” 


“St. Ignatius understood that 
what was needed was the training 
of great minds, great Christian 
minds,” Cardinal Stritch continued,

Incarceration Of 104 Priests And Their Inhuman Treatment Unreported 
By Seven U. S. Protestant Clergymen Who ‘Saw All’ In Yugoslavia 


Seven American Protestant clergymen who visited Yugoslavia for two weeks last sum- 
mer as guests of the Tito regime, to investigate the status of religious life in that country, 


have declared in their report that “at all times. . 


. we were given complete freedom .. . to 


talk to anyone to whom we wished to speak, and to go where we wished, “without government 


representatives present, an opportunity of w 


patches, received here from absolutely trustworthy sources, deal 
and with conditions that existed in Yugoslavia at the very time the seven Protestant clergy- 
men discovered what they termed “this fundamental freedom—freedom of worship—. These 
dispatches depict conditions in startling contrast to the clergymen’s assertion that there is 
in Yugoslavia today a genuine equality of religion before the law and the beginnings of a true 


tolerance.”

total of 104 Catholic priests are 
now imprisoned in Yugoslavia’s 
dread Stara Gradiska prison. This’ 
number, representing an increase| 
of 20 priest-prisoners in the last! 
two months, is revealed by reports | 
received here which describe the 
condition of the priests imprisoned 
in the communist “Dachau.” 


Despite the tight censorship on 
all information regarding the in- 
famous concentration camp, it is 
known that the living conditions 
of the priests are inhuman. 

The reports received here point 
out that these priests were in pris- ; 
on and these same conditions ob- | 
tained at the time of the visit of | 
seven Protestant ministers to Yu-| 
gosiavia. Yet the American clergy- 
men failed completely to take cog- 
nizance of the existence of such 
“hells” as Stara Gradiska which are 
scattered all over the country. 


Food given the prisoner is of the 
poorest quality. The men are al- 
lowed but two meager meals each 
day. As a result all are suffering 
from malnutrition and scores of 
them are covered with sores caused 
by the lack of necessary vitamins 
in their diet. | 


The guards of the prison are free | 
to abuse the priests—apparently | 
without fear of correction from’ 
higher authorities. These guards| 
continually torment their charges

have been chained to the walls of 
the prison dungeon and subjected 
to beatings for periods as long as 
ten days. 

Others have been gravely injured 
by forced labor through assignment 
for long intervals to the notorious 
“discipline labor battalion.” 


Under such conditions of im- 
prisonment, the general health. of 
the priests is rapidly collapsing. 
All of them are suffering from ex- 
posure and malnutrition. Many 
have become seriously ill, yet it is 
virtually impossible for them to 
receive attention of a doctor or 
gain admission to the hospital. 


When some of the sick do suc- 
ceed in entering the infirmary, it 
is likely to be too late. One priest 
died upon entrance, while another, 
was admitted just two days before 
his death. 


Because of this lack of medical 
eare and proper living conditions, 
disease is beginning to . spread 
among the priests in confinement.

It recalls the Lanischie episode in 
which Msgr. Jacob Ukmar was ar- 
rested by the authorities after the 
communists broke into the church 
during a confirmation service. 


On that occasion Msgr. Ukmar 
was seriously injured and the pas- 
tor, the Rev. Miro Bulesich, was 
killed by the communists. 


During the ceremonies at the 
Maria Brezie Shrine, a small group 
of communists infiltrated the crowd 
and began shouting out such slo- 
gans as “Liberty for Archbishop 
Stepinac” and “Down with Tito” in 
an effort to cause an anti-govern- 
ment demonstratior on the part of 
the pilgrims. 

As a result of the provocation of 
the communists, the police arrested 
~*” three priests who are still being 
held. 


The pilgrimage incident, like the 
tragedy at Lanische, the reports 
point out. show the increasing and 
widespread use of special ‘incen- 
diarv’ agents by the communists.

ditions we are linked with the : 


Christmases of other years. Like 
a great symphony, our Christ- 
masses re-echo the original mel- 
ody, expanding and developing it 
as its message is realized in our 


lives. 

Our forefathers kept faith with 
this great past and brought to 
America the practices which for 
centuries had grown up around 
the Christmas legend. Crackling 
fires, lighted candles, the yule-log, 
evergreens, bright berries, carol- 
ing, feasting and merrymaking— 
all are a part of the Christmas 
tradition. All are a part of the 
eustoms of many countries which 
have been brought to America. 


Since the discovery of the New 
World Christmas has played a 
dominant role in American life. 
The first voyage of Columbus to 
the New World brought him to the 
northern coast of the island. of 
San Domingo on Christmas day, 
1492. It was the awakening in 
him of the wonder of fresh dis- 
covery mingled with the dedica- 
tion to the Child who made this 
day, this first Christmas in Amer- 
iea, possible, 


He named the fortress and sur- 
rounding village La Navidad, 
meaning the Nativity. The fol- 
lowing year the first Christmas 
Mass was celebrated on American 
soil. After Columbus, a long pro- 
cession of discoverers and settlers 
continued to come to america, 
bringing with them all that had 
enriched their Christmases. 


Pioneering and settling this 
country was never too big a task 
to prevent the observance of 
Christmas. The Pilgrims _cele- 
brated their first Christmas on 
board ship. There is an account 
of it in the annals of Captain John 
Smith: “It was indeed a sorry 
Christmas we spent on board: we 
made the best cheer we could.” 


We are indebted to the Dutch 
or preserving for us the many 
tustoms that are now observed in 
the eastern, middle and western 
states.

The Clcb was founded in No- 
vember 19386 by Father Leo Di- 
vine, O.M.1., who is still acting as 
our Rev. Director. He has been as- 
sisted by Father Meivyn Camp- 
bell, O.M.1., since the latter join- 
ed the staff in 1942. 

Many of our photo activities are 
planned and carried out jointly 
with two other local Catholic 
High School Clubs—Immaculata 
and Notre Dame, both girls’ 
schools. 

The annual program includes a 
special series of Beginners’ Classes 
in the Fall, our regular monthly 
General Meetings at which we fre- 
quently have outside speakers, 
Winter photo outings, Studio 
Nights, The Spring Photo-Picnic 
and our annual Salon in May. This 
last item is the highlight of the 


year for the Club. More than a 
hundred 87:..0” mounted prints 
are hung in our Auditorium. This 
event draws a large number of 
visitors. 

During the school year the

He’d never walk again, 
and he’d never have much use of his arms again, either, they said. 


Parents Never Gave Up 


But Mike’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Leo Golden, didn’t believe every- 
thing they were told. The father is a Denver city fireman, which is 
evidence enough that he isn’t the kind of a fellow who can be balked 
when confronted by a tough job. And he and his wife most certainly 
had a tough job right there in their own home in a paralyzed youngster. 


Well, young Mike’s parents went to work. They massaged 
their son’s ailing muscles, they gave him exercises, they did every- 
thing to restore his health that the love and devotion of good 
Catholic parents can do. Gradually, as if almost miraculously, 

*they saw their long and arduous labors begin to bear fruit; not 
much fruit, of course, but enough to convince them that if they'd 
just keep up their back-breaking, tireless efforts in their son’s be- 
half, he might some day be like the other boys of his age.

Food Is Called 
Germany's Most 
Urgent Need 


Fr, Brosnan Urges 
ent Measures To 
Stave Off Starvation 


Bs ‘measures to alleviate the 
critical food situation in Germany 
were advocated by the Rev. Vin- 
cent J. Brosnan, assistant execu- 
tive direccor of War Relief Ser- 
vices—National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, in an address at a 
German Reli-f Rally at St. Mary’s 
Church here. The .ssistance “need- 
e¢ by Germany 1s beyond the capa- 
city of private agencies, he said, 
and only the United States Gov- 
ernment is in a position to render 
effective aid. 

All Germans, not only workers, 
should receive more than tue pres- 
ent daily ration of 1,500 calories, 
Father Brosnan said, thus enab- 
ling them to maintain normal 
work schedules and support them- 
selves. Supplying the Germans 
with sufficient food would also in- 
crease their self-respect, permit 
them to reesteblish their economy 
and thus have a stabilizing effect 
on. the neighboring nations of 
western Europe, he added. 

To bring about an improvement 
of the present situation in Ger- 
many, Fathe: Brosnan declared it 
advisable to set up a civilian ad- 
ministration for the work of re- 
construction and to remove the 
price ceilings that were established 
by the nazi regime and are still 
in force. 

Food is more important than 
currency in Germany today, Fath- 
er Brosnan explained, and hunger 
beclouds the political perspective 
of its victims. He warned, how- 
ever, against sending food pack- 
ages to private individuals, unless 
they are relatives or persons well 
known to th recipients of appeals 
for aid. 

The present situation, aggravat- 
ed by the worst drought in 100 
years, is so serious that there is 
danger of widespread epidemics 
which might even affect the Ame- 
nean troons stationed in Germany 
or spread to this countrv’s Atlan- 
ti¢ seaports, Father Brosnan 
warned, : 

In conclusion, he explained that 
American aid to Germany, quite 
epart from moral considerations, 
would be advantageous even from 
a strictly business point of view, 
since this country would benefit 
from the improvement of econo- 
mi¢ ¢onditions in Germany and 
western “urope. 

The New Jersey branches of 
the Central Verein and _he Catho- 
li¢ Women’s Union, which spon- 
sured the meeting, have contrib- 
uted about $65,000 for German re- 
lief during the past year.

Rouen, France, Dec. 15.—(NC)— 
His Eminence Pierre Cardinal] Petit 
de Julleville, Archbishop of Rouen,

Trinidad, Colo., Dec. 15—(NC) 
—Father Joseph Samuel Garcia, 
who had the famous scout Kit 
Larson as his godfather in bap- 
tism in Taos, New Mexico, away 
back in 1859, celebrated the 60th 
mniversary of his ordination in 
ceromonies at Holy Trinity church 
here today. Two Archbishops and 
three Bishops were present to fon- 
or the octonenarian wh. is the 
oldest dio.esan priest in Colorado. 

For the last 26 years Father 
Garcia has been chaplain to the 
Sisters at Mount San Rafael Hos- 
pital here. He still walks 1 
corridors, climbs the stairs, and 
disdains the elevato; facilities and 
has more bounce in his -tep thar 
many a young man. 

He began his priestly career in 
the Archdiocese ot Santa Fe in 
1887, four years before the pres- 
ent Archbishops of both Santa Fe 
and Denver were born. In New 
Mexico he held assignments in Las 
Vegas, Pena Blanca, Cochiti, Santo 
Domingo and San Felipe. In '894 
he became pastor at Costilla and 
began to take care of San Luis, 
Colorado as a mission from Cos- 
tilla.

Eire’s Abstinence Groups

Dublin, Dee. 15-— (NC) — To 
meet the challenge of an increased 
consumption of intoxicants in Ire- 
land, total abstinence groups are 
rallying their strength and taking 
concrete.steps to put an end to 
this evil. 


Abstinence Association of the Sa- 
cred Heart, claims a membership 
of 360,000 adults, or more than 
ten per cent of the country’s three 
million people.
